THE LATE LU KUNG-YL, - . ¢ 

There séoms to be some uncertainty as to the 
dates of Liu Kung-yi's official steps. The 
N-G. Baily News says that tho Marquis Tsong 
rewarded Lin for his services against ‘the 
Taipings by recommonding him for th» post of 
Provincial Jndge of Kwangtnung, to which he 
was appointed by the Throne in 1861. In 1862 
ho roxe to the Prorincial Treasurership of, 
Kwangsi, and bocam’-Gevernor-of- the -same_ 
province in 1865, and Vicersy of the Two 
Kwang provinces seven years later. In 1879 
lie was transferred to Nanking o# Viceroy : * 
the Liang-Kiang proviness. In Ovstober, 1881, 
he was‘ordered to resign, his post and go up to 
Pekiyg for-audience, and the presents he made 
to the metropolitan mandarinute wero rugarded 
asso unsatiefactory. considering the positions 
be had held, that in Janaary, 1882, ho wag 
dondtiziced to the ‘Throne as" being too much 
under the influence of bis, protéges,” and wes 
put into rétiremenut for about eight years. 

Un, tho other, hand the Shanghai Mercury 
gives the following list of dates for Lin's whole 
career :--He was uppointed Judicial Commie. 
sioner of Kwangtung in I86L; Financial Com- 
missioner of Kwangsi, Octobor, 1862; Governor 
of Kwangsi, Sune, 1863; Governor-General of 
the Two Kwang September 1875; Governor- 
General of the ‘{'wo Kieng, December, 1879 ; 
ordered tu vacate his post and vome to Pok'ng, 
October, .1881; denouncad,- Jaunsry,-188.: ;.re- 
appointed Governur-Generel of the ‘Two Kiang 
Tkovember, 1890; Assistant Director Board of.

THE FIRST CHINESE REGIMENT, 


ean atoms 

Captain A. A. 8. Bornes writes"in the Uniled 
Service Magazine a short. urticlo pon the 
disbandment of the Chinosy .egiment, whioh 
has been ordered in consequence of tho decision 
not’ to complete the arming of the almost 
finished forts at Weihaiwei, and not to maintain 
agerison at this plac.” Captuia Burnes, who 
has been in the regiment frum the beginning, 
poiats ont that alluongh each man on leaving: 
receives.a gratuity of 91 days’ pay, or, if he 
had tess time than that to serve, the amount 
that would bo due to hin ot the expiry of bis 
service; as well as his clothing credit, and any 
other money dus to him; dishaudment is, to 
the local” men, au undoubted hardyhip. He 
continnes:—"It ia o nuotewor hy thing that, 
although the .reyimoot hos brought untold 
wealth into the dixtricts, i.8 mombors “have 
never been popular with the locul farmers, and 
itis no uncommon thing for men to be grepted 
in the villugos with epithets referring to their 
association with us. When the local’ men, 
therefore, are no longer in our ranks, it is easy 
to see that their lives muy not always bo happy 
ones. Moroover, thero.is no doubt atall thay 
the vust, majorily of the men will conéeal ag 
completely as they can the fact that they have 
ever surved in the. Huw Yur Ying, ‘Nhin is 
proved in many wiys, butin none more striking: 
ly than by the fact that all efforts to persuade 
them to accept photographs of themselves, io 
groupe wearing our uniform, are utterly ia.vaiu, 
At is not-a pleasant thought.” 

When, oa the 29h of January last, orders 
were received to slop recruiting, the regiment 
was 1/323 sirong.. Of these, 71 were from the 
Shantung province, ontside our territory. 
These Shantung men Captain Barnes describes 
as tho finest suldiers in every way. He suys, 


indeed :—'* Tam. fully conviueod that, outside- 


some parts of Northern India, we can never 
have keiter native troops, judged from any 
standpoint... ‘These men, moreover, aro now. wt 
their very best, “As far as actual hard work ia 
concerned,.1 would match thom ‘against any 
“other Oriciitals, for it is ou well-known thing 
that the bill tribes of Luodia do not stand -the 
Luuwmer beat of the plains well, That. the 
Chinese can work, and work hard, the campaign 
in North (hina in -1900-hos proved con- 
olustively. As regards theirsmartoess undor 
arms and om parade generally, I do not 
need to say much, for ko many hava noted 
it, EF must, however, mention that when our 
Coronation party way at Hongkong, General 
Gascoigne was so strnck by. their appearance 
that he ordered a parade of tho whole gurrison 
in order that every one might.see them, and he 
xaid that they were thé finest native troops he 
he had ever seen: that if he had not ‘sven 
them, -himself-he would uover have belioved 
that such men existed.” .
